Association have asked the State Water Resources 
Commission to do a complete water quality and 
environmental study of the lake, as a basis for 
developing effective anti-pollution measures.

Know Your 
Michigan Law 


By Attorney General 
Frank J. Kelley 

{This is 9 ouhlie serine 
article explaining In general 
terms a provision of Michigan 
Jaw. Individuals who wish to 
determine the effect of any jaw 
upon their private legal affairs 
should consult a private at- 
torney.) 

Having second thoughts a- 
bout the contract you signed 
with that fast-talking door-to- 
doer salesman? You can siill 
change your mind. 

As a Michigan resident, you 
have the right to cancel or 
rescind any contract made in 
your home for the sale of goods 
and/or services over $35.00. All 
you must do to cancel a con- 
tract is notity the company in 
writing within three business 
days. Technical or specific 
wording isn’t necessary, just as 
long as your decision to cancel 
is shown. 

Tne iaw aiso requires inai, iv 
be valid, any contract signed in 
the home must bear an easy-to- 
see notice that the customer 
has the right of cancellation. 

tt, nowever, a company deliv- 
ers goods to your home before 
the three days are up and you 
you are 
required to take good care of the 
merchandise. {ff the seller does 
not pick up the goods within 40 
days, they are yours to dispose 
of as you wish, 

Any services performed at 


your home during the three-day: 
* cancellation ‘period..are free if: 


cancel the agree- 


jing your next con- 
ivact, remember that the right of 
cancellation does not apply to 
the sale of insurance, agri- 
cultural equipment, horticultur- 
ai products, or sales made on 
pre-existing charge accounts or 
€s part of previous negotiations 
at a focal business establish- 
ment. 

"any seller or hoider of a 
contract who later sues a con- 
sumer on a contract solicited in 
his home must also provide that 
they were at all times in 
compliance with the law, other- 
wise they may not use the 
courts to collect on these 
contracts.

Let's change picking 
judges by election 


The idea of appointment instead of 
election as a way of picking judges is 
receiving its periodic public expects 
in Michigan these days. 

Gov. Milliken recently told a 
meeting of the Michigan Judicial 
Conference that he was all in favor of 
amending the Michigan Constitution 
to permit the judges to the State 
Supreme Court and to the State Court 
of Appeals, as the President does in 
federal courts. 

The proposed amendment, he said, 
“would raise the quality of justice 
throughout the state by eliminating 
much of the pulilical slemeni in- 
herent in direct election.” 

The proposal has a great deal of 
merit — but not strong chance of 
adoption, even though the Michigan 
Judges Association has expressed its 
favor, too. 

At present, the seven members of 
the state Supreme Court are nom- 
inated by political parties and select- 

ed on a non-partisan ballot. Once on 
the court, an incumbent judge can be 
renominated by his own certificate 
that he wants to run again; in 
practice, incumbent judges then are 
endorsed by political canvention 
anyway. 


The whole idea behind this hybrid 
scheme may have once had merit, 
back in the reformer days of the early 
century; but it just doesn’t make 
sense today, and should be changed. 

The state Court of Appeals, which 
has mushroomed in just tie last dec- 
ade from an idea without body io a 
12-judge court, with full dockets and 
considerable power, is filled by direct 
nomination and direct election, both 
by district, but without direct parti- 
san participation. 

In practice, as it has worked out, 
incumbent judges are seldom chal- 


lenged when. they come up for . 


re-election; but when there's an 
opening in any of the ‘three districts, 


“ipYospective judges: :comeéa-running 


from all corners of the district. 

One™ result, as in many elective 
processes, is that the candidate with 
the most name recognition comes 
out on top regardless of temperament 
or experience or qualifications. 

In both the Supreme Court and the 
Appeals Court races, in most cases, 
the name is the thing, as Shakes- 
peare might say. 

Thus, a Kaufman or a Kelly—or 
some other popular ethnic name— 
has a leg up on most others; or a 
candidate with a name similar to 
some other well and widely known 
public servant can expect strength. 

Our present state Chief Justice,

The Hon. Thomas Giles Kavanagh, is 
a product of the present system. 
When he ran for the appeals court, 
the ballot listed his middle name 


which helped to clarify the fact that 


he was not indeed the then-sitting 
Supreme Couri Justice, the Thomas 
Michael Kavanagh. And so it. was 
later when Thomas Giles won nomi- 
nation for the Supreme Court, where 
he not unexpectedly won a seat 
beside Thomas Michael. 

Gov. Milliken used polite language 
to refer to similar situations: 

“My concern is that political visi-

cation, all too often has been the 
basis for public awareness of court 
candidates,” the governor said. 

He may have had in mind the recent 
election to the state Supreme Court 
of two former governors, Justices G. 
Mennen Williams and John Swain- 
son, or that of the son af a former 
governor, Justice John Fitzgerald; or 
in earlier times the election of 
another former governor, the late 
Harry F. Kelley; or any of a number of 
similar circumstances. 

The system cuts both ways from a 
partisan standpoint; Wiiiiams and 
Swainson were Democratic gover- 
nors, Fitzgerald and Kelly were 
Republican governors. 

The system cries for correction; 
Scpolumiari: of judges would be far 
In my opinion. 
Personally 1 would extend the prin- 
ciple of judicial appointment all the 
way down ihe fine io inciude circuit, 
district and probate judges, toc. 

The sound you hear after that last 
suggestion is the hackles rising on 
the necks of local government de- 
votees everywhere; oh well, let the 
hackles rise where they may. 

The whole question may well be 
academic anyway. Two-thirds votes 
in both houses of the Michigan 
Legislature are needed to place the 
isSué on thé ballot for a vote of the 
people. Proposals ‘Have “been intro- 
duced in the current leaisiature, but 
they rest in committee where they 
probably will remain because Demo- 
crats who firmly control both the 


house and senate oppose the Milliken 


position, 

And why not? Democrats have 
alected a lot more judges than 
governors in Michigan for the past 20 
years or so. 

Another route to amending the 
state constitution is a petition drive, 
which is a whale of a lot of work. 

Are you listening, Common Cause, 
or the League of Women Voter, or the 
Farm Bureau, or the AFL-CIO, or

A Day In The 
Life Of A 
GOAL Student 


{By Kurt Larson) 

Making your own decisions 
upon how to take a class, doing 
whatever you feel like as long as 
you learn, and not having to 
worry about separate class as- 
signments is quite different 
when you are in GOAL, the new 
and revolutionary educational 
process at G.H.S. 

GOAL is an experimental 
program which provides each 
student with an opportunity to 
set and pursue his own educa- 
tional goals. It is based on the 
principie thai not aii peupie 
learn the same way and that 
many things worth learning are 
self-taught, according to Mike 
Delp. 

To see how GOAL is run and 
how it ranks with the students 
involved in it, RUNES tatked 
with a member of this program. 
John Slater, 2 junior, told us 
how a typical day went for him, 
and we gathered a few thoughts 
on what he felt about the 
program. 

Using the double class size 
speech room as a meeting place 


. and lounge, everyone gathers at 
thefront ‘of the room at the” 


beginning’. of - the: day. “Here, 


teachers Mrs. Kathy Wahl and-- 


Mr. Mike: Dalp give announce- 
ments for the day. Activities 
among the group are tabled and 
planned at this time. A hike may 
be planned, or an activity to 


raise money for trips, such as a 


bake sale or a dance. 

Three students, Dennis Ross, 
Brett Ginther and Joel Rasmus- 
sen, have set up a household 
tug cleaning service to raise 
fynds. 


+ At the beginning of the 


semester, each person involved * 
writes out a contract for each . 


class he is taking. All. contracts 
have objectives on them which 
the students attempt to reach. 
These contracts must be ap- 
proved by Mrs. Wahl or Mr. 


Delp, and the teachers may 
offer suggestions or projects. 


which would be beneficial to the 
learning process. To obtain 
credit, all objectives on the 
contract must be met. 
According to Slater, 
whole idea behind GOAL for me 
is for the student to make his 
own decisions on how to study 
a course, to make your own 
objectives in a subject to learn 
something, to set goals for 
yourself and try to reach them; 
in other words, to educate 
yourself the way you like to.” 
There are no set time limits 
on classes either: A student 
may work on a Subject all day or 
even on a specific class for a 
few weeks, as long as all other 
class objectives are met by the 
end of the semester. An ex- 
ample of the time freedom is in 
a class Slater completed, Per- 
suasive and Research Writing, a 
college level composition class. 
Slater set his own objectives for 
the course so that he could 
learn samething. He wrote 15 
different term papers on his 
own feelings and-subject, fin- 
ished the course in two weeks. 
Many course objectives by 
GOAL students are quite differ- 
ent -from those in traditional 
classes. Slater tries to base 
himself around art and writing, 
so his objectives include ele- 
ments from these fields. He 
“couldn't get into” a class such 


“- as health without drawing sev- 


eral dozen detailed diagrams. 
According to Slater, the class 

has been quite a success thus 

far. The reason being, “instead 


. of having a teacher after you to 


learn, you have your own con- 
science pushing you.”

“A gas furnace normaiiy is a 
highly dependable piece of 
equipment. But it does require 
regular maintenance. 

“A properly operating furnace 
will deliver heat more etficiently 
and reduce fue! consumption.” 

Montgomery pointed aut that 
a furnace usually breaks down 
during the season's first cold 
spell and that ts exactly the time 
itis most difficult to get prompt 
service because repairmen are 
swamped with calls. 

Because Michigan Consoli- 
dated does not pertorm pre- 
winter furnace checkups, Mont- 
gomery did recommend that

Michigan Consolidated pro- 
vides emergency service for 
customers if their furnaces 
break down, but the company 
does not provide a maintenance 
service designed to insure con- 
tinuous and efficient operation.

Free instruction booklets ex- 
plaining how to insulate 2a 
ceiling can be obtained by 
writing Michigan Consolidated. 

Or, Michigan Consolidated 
will assist homeowners to se- 
lect a qualified contractor and 
also arrange low-cost financing 
which can be added to -their 
monthly gas bill.

Make sure the damper on the 
fireplace is closed when not in 
use. 

Keep heat registers and cold 
air returns free from obstruc- 
tions. 

Keep the opening and closing 
of outside doors to a minimum. 

Check fumace fitters regutar- 
ly during heating season and 
replace or clean them as nec- 
essary. 

Close heat registers in un- 
used rooms. But don't forget to 
close the doors leading to them 
as well as those leading to 
unheated garages and attics. 

Block attic air vents. 

Repair teaky hot water jau- 
cets.

He has started a new ambulance service tor Crawiord 
County, and he gave a resume of his nine years of ambulance 
experience. The Board thanked him for his service. 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS REPORT by LaGrow. Mr. 
John Keir has been appointed secretary. There was discussion on 
the insurance for the ditferent items at the land fill. 

PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT by Lowrie. The Planning 
Commission is working on a suitable site plan to present to the 
state for the DNR land and building. Also the Planning Commission 
is working on a site plan for the Airport. 

AIRPORT COMMITTEE REPORT by Lowrie. He reported that a 
CETA employee is working at the Airport—mowing, painting, fixing 
landing runway lights. Some of this work is being done in one of 
the buildings that the Military has-let the Airport use. They have 
spent $150.00 in repairing snowplowing equipment for the coming 
season, and the rental of a chain saw to remove several trees to 
make a much better approach to the airfield. The temporary 
appointment of Manager Fowler is being worked out with the 
National Guard. 

Mr. Welch reported on the 2nd District Association of 
Counties. He stated’ that the Second District Association and 
Michigan Association of Counties are going to consolidate. They 
will meet four times a year. 

ROADS & BRIDGES COMMITTEE REPORT by Welch. There 
are several complaints of flooding in Frederic, and Mr. Welch took 
the matter up with the Road Commission. They suggested that this 
would be a matter for the Drain Commission. Commissioner Welch 
was asked by one member who puts up road signs in the county. 
This is being done by the Road Commission. Mr. Harwood asked 
Mr. Welch if ne wouid talk to the Road Commission regarding signs 
for the various rivers in the county. Further, Mr, Welch explained 
that signs are on order, stating that this is a zoned county, to be 
placed‘at county lines. : 

UNION BARGAINING COMMITTEE by Welch. There was a 
meeting August 25th, at which time they could not come to an 
agreement. The Commissioners recommended to freeze the 
economy as of this year. The meeting on September 12 has been 
cancelled, and the CETA employees dispute has been settled. 

Roy Papenfus, Zoning Director, and Janice Cornell, CETA 
Director, appeared betore the Board and reported on the need for a 
Standard Housing Code. Mrs. Cornell explained that in order to 
work with HUD on federal grants, the county must have a Standard 
Housing Cove. After questions and answers, the following motion 
was made.

Mr. Lowrie reported on Northern Counties meeting. Jerry 
Newhouse, Representative Ruppe's liason man, met with the 
Northern Counties and explained Revenue Sharing probably will go 
on for another 6 years. He also asked for a resolution to support Bill 
2723 (Revenue Sharing). There was some talk of a federal tax bill 
before Congress to put a federal tax of $1.00 per acre on land owned 
by the government. It was suggested by other counties that they 
were putting people on Social Services rolls to work on county road 
beautification. The organization was opposed to HB 375 regarding 
Equalized State Valuation. House Bill in regard to Severance Tax on 
oil and gas leases is in committee.

After 
Spending considerable time going over insurance policies, he 
found several places where improvement as to type and amount of 
insurance could be made.

He reported that the Youth Officer had worked on 96 
complaints and had recovered $2500.00 in the month of August.
